They  are 
proceeding  under  sealed  orders  to 
Olbraltar  and  Bristol  Channel  ports, 
and  on  arrival  will  await  word  from 
Food  Administrator  Hoover  as  to 
their  flnal  destinations.  Those  going 
to  Gibraltar  are  expected  to  proceed 
to  Adriatic  and  Medlterrranean  ports 
and  the  others  to  French  and  Belgian 
j>orta. 

FRENCH  SUBMARINE 

TO  BE  HANDED  BACK 


PARIS,  Nov.   19. — The  French  sub- 
marine   Curie,    sunk      In      December, 
ltl4,    while    entering    the    harbor    of 
1>ola.  Is  now  at  Cattaro.  and  will     be 
turned  over  to  the  French  navy. 

The  Curie  was  engaged  In  a  lone 
raid  against  the  great  Austrian  naval 
base  at  Pola.  where  warships  were 
anchored,  when  she  came  under  the 
Are  of  the  shore  batteries  and  was 
■unk.  The  members  of  the  crew 
were  taken  prisoner  by  the  Austrlans. 
The  Curie  was  raised,  repaired  and 
put  into  service  by  the  Austrlans 
early  In  1916.

immense  Number  of  Vehicles 
Used  in  War  by  Army  Ser- 
vice Corps — Large  Variety 
of  Uses  Found, 


tXJNDON,  Nov.  19. — One  of  the 
lesser  known  branches  of  the  British 
army  organisation,  but  which  has 
played  a  most  important  part  in  the 
war,  In  the  mechanical  transport  sec- 
tion of  the  Army  Service  Corps. 

Before  the  war  the  British  War 
Office  owned  only  about  ninety 
vehicles  of  all  kinds,  but  private  man- 
ufacturers had  begun  to  build  a  "sub- 
sidy" type  of  vehicle  designed  to  meet 
military  requirements.  When  war 
broke  out  steps  were  taken  to  con- 
struct the  "subsidy"  tjrpe  in  large 
quantities.  At  present  the  number  on 
the  books  of  the  mechanical  transport 
branch  run  into  Ave  figures,  and  the 
personnel  of  the  corps  has  grown  In 
proportion. 

Overseas  the  motor  vehicle  is  put 
to  every  conceivable  use  in  maintain- 
ing the  army  In  the  field.  Special 
vehicles  %arry  anti-aircraft  guns, 
while  others  are  used  for  tethering  ob- 
servation balloons.  Both  men  and 
women  are  used  as  drivers. 

Concerning  the  work  of  the  service, 
It  is  said  that  in  one  day  one  ammuni- 
tion unit  of  forty  lorries,  working 
twenty  miles  out  and  then  home,  can 
load,  carry  and  unload  nearly  500  tons 
in  twelve  hours  at  the  expenditure  of 
700  gallons  of  gasoline. 

The  tonnage  carried  is  equivalent  to 
nearly  15,000  rounds  of  60-pound 
shells.

Armies  Of  Allies 

March  Peacefully 

French  and  American  Forces  Majce  Progress  in 

Occupation  of  Evacuated  Country — General 

Retain  Enters  Metz  and  General  Gour- 

aud's  Troops  Are  in  Zabern. 


PARIS.  Nov.  19. — The  War  Office 
tonight  describes  the  operations 
along  the  French  front  as  follows: 

"Our  advance  continued  today 
without  Incident  other :  than  mani- 
festations of  Joy  by  the  civilian  popu- 
lations. In  numerous  localities  the 
Inhabitants  displayed  touching 
thought  In  bringing  forth,  notwith- 
standing the  difficult  conditions,  food 
for  our  soldiers.  . 

"The  material  abandoned  by  the 
enemy  Is  accumulating,  as  well  as 
the  number  of  liberated  prisoners 
who   have  rejoined  our   Unas. 

"In  Belgium  we  have  reached  the 
line    of    Bourseigne-Vlelllerelnne. 

'In  Lorraine,  In  the  meantime,  a 
detachment  has  pushed  forward  on 
our  left  as  far  as  Sarral;  our  ad- 
vance guards  established  their  front 
along  Klerberg,  Hemmor^lng.  8a- 
verne  (Zabern),  AllenviUers  and 
Wangen. 

"The  entry  of  our  troops  Into  Sa- 
veme  under  the  command  of  Gen. 
Oouraud  was  made  amidst  great  en- 
thusiasm, at  1:30  o'clock  In  the 
afternoon. 

"Marshal  Petaln  made  solemn  en- 
try Into  Metx  at  the  head  of  troops 
of  the  T«nth  Army,  commanded.  In 
the  absence  of  Gen.  Mangln.  who 
had  suffered  an  accident  through  a 
fall  from  his  horse,  by  General  Le- 
oonte.  The  entlr*  population  went 
out  to  meet  our  troops.  loudly  ac- 
claiming them.  This  old  city  of 
Ix>rralne,  captive  for  47  years,  and 
finally  reunited  to  France,  has  mani- 
fested In  a  never-to-be-forgotten  way 
Its  love  for  the  mother  country. 

"In  AlsfLce     our     soldiers     received 
yesterday   the   same   moving   welcome 
In  the  loyal  town  of  Colmar." 
Americans   Move   Forward 

WITH  THE  AMERICAN  ARMY 
OF  OCCUPATION.  Nov.  1». — Well 
Into  Belginni.  and  within  a  few  hours' 
march  of  the  German  frontier  on  the 
south.  Major-Oeneral  Joaeph  T. 
Olckman's  army  gathered  lUelf  tO'. 
day  for  another  Jump  Into  evacuated 
territory. 

The  line  wan  anohanged.  In  ac- 
cordance with  plana,  the  march  has 
be«n  halted  for  a  short  time  while 
the  heavier  artillery  supply  service 
and  other  elements  can  be  brought 
up.  However.  Gen.  Dickman's  head- 
quarters were  moved  on  to  Longu- 
)on  tonight,  and  corps  division^  com - 
raandem  similar  advanoee. 

As  the  Oermans  withdrew  the  con- 
centration of  the  army  of  occupetlon 
le  Increased,   and   not   for  a  moment 


has  vigilance  been  relaxed.  All  i>os- 
slble  tactical  advantages  are  careful- 
ly taken,  and  the  forcea  are  so  de- 
ployed that  the  peaceful  march 
might  easily.  In  the  presence  of  the 
enemy,  be  converted  Into  a  hostile 
operation. 

The  second  day  of  the  advance  serv- 
ed to  confirm  the  belief  at  the  Amer- 
ican headquarters,  however,  that  there 
was  no  thought  of  treachery  in  the 
minds  of  the  German  general  staff  and 
that  the  terms  of  the  armistice  will  be 
faithfully   carried  out 

There  have  been  a  few  isolated  cases 
where  surrendered  material  have  been 
damaged,  but  it  is  thought  that  such 
damage  was  wrought  under  orders  of 
German  commanders.  The  surrender 
of  damaged  airplanes  at  the  airdrome 
in  Tellancourt  Is  regarded  as  a  case 
where  individual  aviators  determined 
to  put  their  machines  out  of  commis- 
sion rather  than  have  them  fall  into 
the  hands  of  an  enemy,  much  as  a 
cavalryman  would  shoot  a  favorite 
horse  to  save  him  from  a  like  fate. 

Enormous  stores  of  ammunition  and 
many  guns  left  at  Longuyon  were  lit- 
tle impaired,  and  the  machine  shops 
there  had  not  been  damaged.  The 
electrical  machinery  In  the  shops  was 
fully  wired  and  the  tools  were  of  the 
best. 

The  railway  yards  :tt '.Vfontmedv  and 
other  places  along  the  ime  that  sorved 
the  Germans  as  one  of  their  main 
arteries  of  communication  ('luring 
their  last  stand  were  filled  with  loco- 
motives and  cars  ready  for  use,  while 
great  quantities  of  general  stores  not 
mentioned  In  the  terms  pf  the  armis- 
tice had  been  abandoned  to  the  Allies. 

ITndamaged  stores  left  behind  on 
every  road  over  which  the  Americans 
advanced  bear  evldenoe  of  the  great 
retreat.

ABDICATION  DECREE 
WILL  BE  PUBLISHED 


Report  From  Berlin  Says  New  German  Govern- 
ment Plans  to  Set  Rumors  at  Rest — Red  Flag 
Disappearing  From  Streets  of  Berliif 
—Organization  Is  Proceeding. 


PARIS,  Nov.  19. — In  order  to  end 
the  dlscusslon^  as  to  whether  William 
Hohenzollerh  has  really  abdicated  as 
German  emperor  it  Is  understood  the 
German  Government  Intends  to  pub- 
lish his  decree  of  abdication.  This  of 
an  attempt  to  Justify  the  war  on  the 
ground  of  Germany's  isolation. 

The  abdication  decree,  according  to 
the  correspondent  at  Zurich  of  L'ln- 
formation,  concludes  with  these 
words:  "To  avoid  dlfflcultiea  and  to 
put  an  and  to  the  mourning  and  suf- 
fering of  my  people/l  renounce  the 
throne  and  leave  my  faithful  subjects 
free  to  choose  a  government  which 
seems  to  them  most  compatible  with 
honor  and  to  their  Interest." 

AMSTERDAM,  Saturday,  Nov.  1«.

Occasion  to  Review  Events 
of  Great  War. 


PRAISES  WORK  DONE 

BY  NAVY  AND  ARMY 


Refers  to  Service  Rendered  by 
Dominions  and  India — Pays 
Tri'bute  to  Effective"  Aid 
Given  By  All  Branches. 


LONDON,  Nov.  1*. — ^A  precedent 
went  the  way  of  other  precedents  to- 
day when  King  George,  accompanied 
by  Queen  Mary  and  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  went  to  the  Palace  at  West- 
minster to  receive  and  reply  to  the 
loyalty  address  passed  by  Parliament. 
Heretofore  it  has  been  the  custom 
of  Parliament  to  go  to  the  King  on 
such  occasions.  The  Royal  party 
drove  to  the  Palace  wlthdut  escort, 
and  was  loudly  cheered  along  the 
route. 

Arriving  at  Westminster,  the  King, 
the  Queen  and  the  Prince  of  Wales 
went  immediately  to  the  gallery  of 
the  House  of  Lords,  where  the  Com- 
moners and  the  Lords,  the  latter 
with  the  offlcials  of  the  Houses  In 
their  robes  of  ofnce.  awaited  them. 
The  King  was  In  morning  dreas.  The 
Lord  Chancellor  and  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Commons  presented  the 
address. 

King  George,  In  expressing  his 
thanks  to  the  House  of  Lord  and  the 
House  of  Commons,  said  he  was  glad 
to  meet  the  members  of  Parliament 
and  the  representatives  of  India  and 
the  Dominions  beyond  the  seas,  "that 
we  may  render  thanks  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  promise  of  a  peace  near 
at  hand,  and  that  I  may  express  to 
you  and  through  you  to  the  people 
whom  you  represent,  the  thoughts 
that  rise  In  my  mind  at  a  time  so 
solemn. 

"After  a  struggle  far  more  terrible 
than  anyone  could  have  foretold," 
King  George  continued,  the  soil  of 
Great  Britain  remains  inviolate.  Our 
navy  has  everywhere  he)d  the  seas, 
and  whenever  the  enemy  could  be 
brought  to  battle  It  has  renewed  the 
glories  of  DrakSft  and  Nelson.  The 
•^Roeaaant  work  It  has  aeoompllshetf, 
the  overcoming  of  the  hidden  menace 
of  the  enemy's  submarlnsi  Stid  In 
guarding  the  ships  that  havs 
brought  food  and  munitions  to  our 
shores,  has  been  less  conspicuous  but 
equal   in   success.

Strange  Demonstrations    WK 
nessed  in  Brussels  on  Eve  of 
Armistice — ^Soldiers     Cheer 
for  France  and  Belgiiim, 


PARIS.  Nov.  It. — ^Demonstrations 
by  the  German  soldiers  In  Brussels 
on  Sunday,  November  10,  the  day  be- 
fore the  armistice  with  Germany  was 
signed,  are  described  In  The  Journal 
La  Belglque,  a  newspaper  published 
In  Bruasels  for  four  years  under  the 
control  of  the  German  censorship.  In 
Its  Issue  of  November  11. 

Thousands  of  soldiers  without 
arms  gathered  in  front  of  the  North 
station  and  formed  a  procession 
which  marched  through  the  North 
boulevard  carrying  red  and  French 
nags.  The  populace,  at  flrst  dumb 
with  astonishment  at  the  strange 
sight,  enthusiastically  cheered  the  sol- 
diers carrying  tbs  French  trioolora 
and  shouting  "Hurrah  for  Belgium!

The  de- 
mand  upon  the  liveetock  industry  of 
this  country  duria*  the  next  few 
years,  in  the  unanimous  view  ex- 
preeeed  by  thoee  preeent  today,  was 
likely  to  exceed  that  of  the  four  years 
of  the  war.

Former  Minister  Says  Coun- 
try's Future  Will  Depend  on 
Settlement  of  Balkan  Ques- 
tion by  Powers.

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GENEVA,  Nov.  19. — "The  future 
of  Bulgaria  will  depend  mainly  upon 
the  solution  which  will  shortly  be 
given  to  the  Balkan  problem,"  said 
M.  Guechoff,  the  former  Minister  of 
Bulgaria,  in  an  interview  with  the 
AJneelated  Press  today. 

"We.  p«  the  Bulgarian  opposition 
In  10115,  did  our  best  to  prevent  King 
Ferdinand  from  joining  with  Ger- 
many. However,  we  did  not  succeed, 
becauee  the  Allies  took  too  long  in 
landing  forces  at  Balonica  In  order 
to  Impress  the  Bulgarians. 

"When  we  gave  cxUnslve  publicity 
to  President  Wilson's  programme  on 
January  «,  Ifll,  our  people,  who 
before  and  during  the  war  wero 
with  the  opposlUon,  saw  that  article 
11  contained  the  basis  on  which  a 
Just  and  lasting  settlement  of  eur 
questions  ^wuld  be  secured. 

"Further,  fully  believing  that 
President  Wilson  would  insist  upon 
carrying  out  this  programme,  we 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  to  con- 
Unue  fighting  would  be  uaelees,  and 
refused  last  September  to  tlgbt 
against  the  Allies,  and  thereby 
brought  about  the  Bulgarian  armls- 
tiee,  which  ehortened  the  war. 

"Bulgaria  will  be  oenteni  and  will 
be  ready  to  enter  a  Balkan  confeder- 
ation. 

"It  may  be  submitted  that  the 
Allies  have  conquered  Macedonia. 
But  is  it  might  or  right  that  will  de- 
elde  the  question?  As  our  neighbors 
will  receive  large  compensation  else- 
where, there  Is  no  reason  why  Bul- 
garia should  be  partitioned  now  as 
she  was  paKltioned  In  1S78  at  the 
eengreae  of  Berlin,  and  thereby  the 
industrious,  thrifty,  sober  Bulgarian 
people  will  beeome  members  of  a 
peaceful  and   prosperous  country."

LONDON,  Nov.  1».— British  casual- 
ties durinf  the  war,  Including  all  the 
theatres  of  activities,  totalled  S,049,- 
9»1.  It  was  announced  In  the  Commons 
today  by  James  Ian  Macpherson. 
Parliamentary  Secretary  for  the  War 
OJBce.  or  this  number  the  offlcers 
killed,  wounded  or  mlssinK  asrreffated 
142,«34  and  the  men  2,»07,857. 

The  toul  ot  British  losses  in  killed 
on  all  fronts  during  the  war  was  68K,- 
C66.  Of  these  37,836  were  offleera  and 
620,829  were  men. 

The  total  British  wounded  In  the  war 
was  more  than  2,000,000,  the  Parlia- 
mentary Secretary's  flfures  showitia 
the  affsresate  tcKjbe  2.032.122.  The 
losses  In  missing,  uicludlng  prisoners, 
totalled,  3S9.145.         1 

Of  the  wounded  9|,644  were  officers 
and    1,989,478   were   men. 

Of  the  missing,  including  prisoners, 
12,094  were  offlcers  and  347,051  men. 
The  figures  given  include  troops  from 
India  and   the  Dominions. 

The  total  casualties  in  France  and 
Belgium  were  2,719,652.  Of  this  total 
32,769  officers  were  killed  and  died  of 
wounds  or  other  causes  and  626,843 
men.  The  wounded  totalled  1,833,346. 
comprising  83.142  offlcers -and  1.750,203 
men.  The  missing,  including  prison- 
ers, totalled  326.695,  comprising  10,84,6 
offlcers  and  315.849  men. 

The  Dardanelles  expedition  cost  the 
British  119,729  casualtiea  Of  this 
number  1.785  officers  were  killed  or 
died  and  31,737  others.  The  wounded 
were  3,010  offlcers  and  76,608  others. 
The  missing,  including  prisoners,  were 
258   officers   and   7,431    others. 

On  the  Salonica  front  the  losses  were 
27,318.  Of  these  the  killed  wi^re  285 
offlcers  and  7,330  others;  the  wounded 
818  offlcers  and  16,058  others:' the  miss- 
ing 114  offlcers  and  2.713  others. 

The  total  British  losses  in  the  Meso- 
potamlan  campaigns  were  97,579,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Macpherson's  figures. 
Of  these  the  fatalities  were  31,109, 
comprising  1,840  offlcers  and  29,769 
men.  The  wounded  totalled  61,115, 
comprising  2.429  offlcers  and  48,686  men. 
The  missing  and  prisoners  totalled  16,- 
356,  comprising  666  officers  and  14,789 
men. 

In  Egypt  and  Palestine  the  total 
losses  were  57,863.  Those  killed  or  who 
died  of  wounds  were  16,892,  comprising 
1,098  officers  and  14,794  men.  The 
wounded  total  38,078.  comprising  2.811 
offlcers  and  36,762  men.  The  missing 
and  prisoners  totalled  3,888,  compris- 
ing 183  offlcers  and  8,705  men. 

In  Italy  the  British  losses  totalled 
6,738.  Of  these  86  ofiyjers  and  941  men 
were  killed;  334  offlcers  and  4,612  men 
were  wounded.  Of  these  765  missing, 
38  were  offlcers,  727  men. 

In  the  East  .\rrlcan  campaign  the 
total  casualties  were  17,827.  Of  these 
9,104  were  killed  or  died,  comprising 
'380  offlcers  and  8,724  men.  A  total  of 
7,754  were  wounded,  comprising  178 
offlcers  and  7,576  men.  The  missing 
and  prisoners  totalled  959,  comprising 
38  offlcers  and  929  men. 

In  other  theatres  the  tdtal  casual- 
ties were  3,297.  Of  this  number  133 
offlcers  and  690  ^en  wove  killed;  142 
offlcers  and  1,373  men  were  wounded 
and  61  offlcers  and  908  men  were  miss- 
ing or   prisoners. 

In  addition  to  the  grand  total  of 
deaths,  there  were  19,000  deaths  from 
various  causes  among  the  troops  not 
forming  any  part  of  the  expeditionary 


force. 


BOLSHBVIKI  CRIMES 

CALL  FOR  REDRESS 

LONDON-.  Nov.  19.— Replying  to  an 
allusion  by  Arthur  Ponsonby.  member 
of  Parliament  for  the  Stirling  division, 
that  there  were  rumors  of  Oreat  Brit- 
ain sending  a  military  expedition  to 
Russia,  Lord  Robert  Cecil,  Under 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
said  today  In  the  House  of  Commons 
that  he  could  give  no  Information 
without  consulting  with  the  War  Of- 
llce. 

He  reviewed  the  grave  offences  of 
the  Bolsheviki  Government,  saying, 
"If  they  had  been  committed  by  any 
civilised  government  Great  Britain 
would  be  justified  in  seeking  redre«s 
by  forco  of  arms." 

He  declared  that  the  Bolsheviki 
Government  was  entitled  to  no  con- 
sideration whatever  from  the  Brlti«ti 
Government.

r.  Asquith  Objects  to  Election 
Being  Held  at  Present— Sol- 
diers in  Field  Will  Be  Un- 
able to  Cast  Votes. 


'  LONDON.  Nov.  19.— Herbert  H. 
Asquith.  former  Premier,  in  deliver- 
ing an  election  speech  at  Caxton 
Hall,  Westminster,  last  night,  said 
that  when  the  future  international 
development  of  the  world  was  in  the 
crucible  It  was  both  a  blunder  and  a 
calamity  that  the  country  should  be 
plunged  into  the  tumult  of  a  general 
eledtlon. 

He  said  his  case  against  holding  an 
election  was  greatly  strengthened  by 
the  fact  that  the  men  most  entitled 
to  express  an  opinion  on  the  recon- 
stltutlon  of  arrangements — the  .  sol- 
diers in  the  field — would  be  unable 
to  vote.  The  House  of  Commons 
which  will  be  brought  into  exist- 
ence, he  said,  would  be  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  lack  the  right  authority. 

He  said  that  he  was  prepared  to 
give  t^o  fullest  support  to  any  gov- 
ernment which  grappled  with  the 
problems  of  reconstruction  on  pro- 
gressive lines,  but  he  added:  "When 
the  Hon  and  the  lamb  He  down  to- 
gether It  seems  that  the  fond  Hon 
has  not  lost  its  taste  for  live  mut- 
ton." 

Mr.  Asquith  contended  that  the 
country  was  as  much  agreed  on  peace 
aims  as  it  previously  had  been  In  ac- 
cord on  war  aims,  and  that  the  pre- 
sent government  could  enter  the  in- 
ternational cotincil  chamber  would 
act  with  the  indisputable  mandate  of 
an  united  people.  Moreover,  he  said, 
there  was  no  vital  divergence  about 
needful  transitional  measuree  at 
home  necessitating  immediate  elec- 
tions. 

Referring  particularly  to  the  re- 
straint in  criticism  and  in  debate 
which  has  prevailed,  Mr.  Asquith 
said:  "We  must  go  back  as  soon  as 
possible  to  the  old  atmosphere  of 
freedom.  There  is  no  government 
and  no  parliament  will  benefit  there- 
by. 

"I  advise  the  Liberals  to  take  a 
Btraightforward  course:  to  keep  their 
eyes  open  and  their  hands  clean." 

Mr.  Asquith  declared  that  the  value 
of  free  trade  had  been  proved  by  the 
war,  because  it  had  enabled  Great 
Britain  to  bear  the  whole  heavy  bur- 
den of  the  alliance.  Referring  to  the 
numerous  points  o£  policy  advocated 
by  Premier  Lloyd  Oeorire  which  the 
Liberals  can  fully  support,  he  depre- 
cated conflicts  between  members  of 
the   Liberal   party. 

He  said  he  would  refuse  to  coun- 
tenance opposition  to  any  Llb^^l 
candidate  who  had  been  true  to  his 
pledges  to  the  party.  He  said  that 
the  abnormal  conditions  under  which 
the  country  had  been  living  for  the 
last  four  years  must  be  ended.  He 
referred,  not  merely  to  restrictions  on 
personal  liberty  and  freedom  of 
speech,  but  said  even  compulsory  mil- 
itary   service    must    be   ended. 


GERMAN  SOLDIERS 

STEAL  FROM  BELGIANS 


BRUSSELS,  Nov.  19. — M.  Lemnion- 
ier,  acting  burgomaster  of  Brussels, 
has  written  the  delegates  of  the  Ger- 
man government,  giving  details  of  12 
instances  where  German  soldiers  ex- 
torted sums  of  money  from  the  in- 
habitanfs  of  Brussels  on  November  12 
and  November  13  (the  armistice  was 
signed  on  November  11,  and  express- 
ly pi-ohibited  such  action). 

The  sums  taken  varied  from  SOO 
francs  to  110,000  marks,  which  were 
taken  from  a  bank.  In  some  cases 
the  pretence  was  made  tha^  the  sol- 
diers were  acting  for  the  German  au- 
thorities; In  others,  that  shots  had 
been  flred  from  houses  by  civilians.  I 

"These  calumnious  imputations," 
adds  the  letter,  "recall  the  pretext 
which  preceded  the  destruction  of 
Louvaln." 


BURGOMASTER  MAX  v 

REGAINS  LIBERTY 


BRUSSELS,  Nov.  1».— M.  Max.  the 
burgomaster  of  Brussels,  returned 
from  captivity  today  and  was  given 
an  enthusiastic  ovation  by  the  popu- 
lace. 


Burgomaster  Max  was  arrested  while 
performing  his  duties  in  Brussels  late 
in  September  1914,  after  dissensions 
with  German  Governor-General  von 
Der  Oolti  Hf  was  taken  to  Germany 
and  refused  'Offers  of  the  German  Gov- 
ernment to  be  returned  to  Belgium  if 
he  would  change  h's  attitude  toward 
■the  Germans.  In  August,  1917.  King 
Alfonso  of  Spain  made  a  fruitless  at- 
tempt to  obtain  the  release  of  Burgo- 
master Max.  He  was  liberated  by  the 
Germans  several   days  ago.

Orders-ln-CounclJ  In  Regard  to 
Prohibition  and  Other  Mat- 
ters Are  Expected  to  Confie 
Before  Parliament.       j^ 


OTTAWA.  Nov^  19.  —  Validating 
legislation  will  be  submitted  next  ses- 
sion; It  is  expected.  In  regard  to  pro- 
hibition. The  order- In-council  on 
which  Dominion  prohibition  was  taken 
found  its  authority  In  the  War  Mea- 
sures Act.  The  order  Itself  remains  in 
force  during  the  war  time  and  for  a 
period  of  twelve  months  afterwards. 
The  War  Measures  Act,  however,  ex- 
pires on  (he  proclamation  of  peace  in 
the  Canada  Gazette. 

The  question  how  far  the  order-in- 
council  is  valid  after  the  War  Mea- 
sures Act  has  ceased  to  exist  is  now 
before  the  Justice  Department.  The 
same  point  has  arisen  in  Great  Britain 
In  regard  to  orders-in-councll  passed 
there  under  the  authority  of  the  De- 
fence of  the  Realm  Act.  A*  apecial 
committee  which  had  the  question 
under  consideration  decided  that  war 
would  cease  to  exist  on  the  exchange 
of  formal  peace  ratiflcatlons  and  that 
orders-in-councll  passed  under  the 
Defence  of  the  Realm  Act  would  not 
be  valid  after  expiry  of  the  Act  itself, 
unless  validated  by  Parliament.  It  is 
probable  that  the  Justice  Department 
will  reach  a  similar  conclusion  In 
respect  to  u'ders'- in-council  passed 
under  the  Wot  Measures  Act. 

While  the  Government  had  not  yet 
taken  the  matter  up,  the  suggestion 
is  made^of  some  lessening  of  prohibi- 
tion restrictions  when  validating 
legislation  Is  introduced.  The  same 
situation  will  arise  in  regard  to  other 
orders-in-councll.  passed  under  the 
War  Measures  Act,  which  cover  a 
period  beyond  the  conclusion  of  peace. 

ELECIIONS  GET 


People  of   Britain  Are  Taking 
More  Interest  in  Matters  of 
Peace     Settlement^Sltua 
tion  Is  Urusual. 


LONDON.^'ov.  19. — In  normal  times 
the  country  would  be  in  a  fever  of  ex- 
citement over  the  election.  Interest 
In  politics,  however,  is  now  submerged 
under  the  greater  interest  in  the  clos- 
ing  events   of   the   war.  % 

The  political  situation  is  peculiai. 
There  is  only  one  man  In  the  Held  and 
there  is  no  concentrated  opposition  to 
him.  All  factions  approve  of  Premier 
Lloyd  George's  reconstruction  policy, 
as  far  as  they  tro,  what  opposition 
exista   being  divided   into  two  sections. 

The  flrst  is  the  old  Liberal  organisa- 
tion led  by  former  Premier  Asquith. 
which  opposes  the  election  as  untime- 
ly, principally  because  only  40  per 
cent  of  the  soldiers,  according  to  their 
estimates,  will  be  able  to  vote.  They 
say  the  soldiers  have  the  greatest 
claim  to  a  voice  in  the  settlement  of 
the  war; 

The  other  section  is  the  labor  party, 
which  has  its  own  programme,  includ- 
ing the  nationalization  of  railways, 
mine.s  and  other  public  works,  with 
fumpensution    lo   the   owners. 

Lord  Northcllffe's  papers  and  the 
leading  Liberal  organs  invite  the  Pre- 
mier to  be  more  apeciflc  In  the  state- 
ment of  his  plans  and  aak  him  to  tell 
how  he  proposes  to  secure  land  for  the 
soldiers,  which  is  one  of  the  chief 
planks  in  his  platform.  They  ask  how 
he  wilt  pay  for  this  land  and  how  he 
will  finance  his  proposal  for  the  ex- 
tensive building  of  worklngmen's 
houses.  Premier  Lloyd  George  partly 
answered  these  questions  las|t  Satur- 
day and  says  the  cabinet  has  not  had 
time  yet  to  prepare  bills.

LONDON,  xSv.  19.— "The  AHIed 
Food  Council,  composed  of  the  food 
controllers  of  the  United  States,

Britain's  Prime  Minister  is  original 
uid  briUlant  H«  la  lomething  more 
than  either  of  theae,  for  he  is  Intensely 
human.  Ha  ^as  had  hIa  paaalona  and 
prejudioea.  but  la  thaaa  latter  yeara 
he  has  risen  superior  to  them.  He 
haa  remembered  that  genius  borrowa 
aa  well  aa  Invents.  The  war  has  ntade 
3o  bigger  repuuttoa  than  that  of  Mr. 
Lloyd  George.  When  he  waa  Chan- 
cellor of  the  BxoheQuer.  in  the  jreare 
that  nbw  aeem  ao  far  away,  he  had 
many  enemies,  but  atiU  more  friends. 
The  character  of  the  man  was  even 
then  in  the  ascendent  for  no  matter 
whether  viewed  aa  the  hero  or  the  vll- 
llan  be  waa  alwaya  the  first  actor 
in  the  piece.  The  then  Chancellor 
of  the  Bxehequer  waa  never  orthodox. 
He  aeemed  to  take  a  abeer  delight  in 
ahattering  precedenta.  When  he 
apoke  about  the  mllllonalrea  in  his 
budget  speeches  he  had  all  Britain  on 
the  qui  Vive.  He  interlocked  banking 
with  human!  tarianiam  and  by  doing 
BO  he  caught  the  Imagination  of  the 
country  In  a  way  that  no  minister  had 
done  for  nearly  a  acore  of  yeara.  It 
was  force  oonttououaly  applied  by  a 
dominant  personality  that  landed  him 
into  the  first  rank:  but  he  only  won 
hla  place  after  yeara  of  drudgery  and 
by  «  diaplay  of  that  Infinite  capacity 
for  taking  palna,  which  is  the  first 
qualification  of  genlua.  And.  when  he 
finally  aucceeded  in  reaching  the 
treasury  benches  tkere  waa  no  poli- 
tician In  Britain  who  came  In  for 
more  abuse,  perhaps  because  his 
methods  were  recognlxed  as  unor- 
thodox, and  perhapa  bcoauae  he 
fought  so  strenuously  and  with  such 
intense  vitality  for  the  cause  of  the 
masses  who  were  finally  to  acclaim 
him  aa  the  logical  political  leader  in 
4lt\»  day  of  crials. 

The  Prime  Minister  of  today  does 
inot    seem     to    be     the    same    Lloyd 
'George  of  ten  years  ago,  for  no  pollti- 
>cal  leader  haa  developed  to  ao  great 
Ian  extent  within  auoh  a  amall  oom- 
pasa  of  years.     Tbe  turning  point  in 
bla  oareer  app^red  to  come  at  tile 
moment  when  he  waa  chosen  to  warn 
iGermany  at  the  time  of  the  Agadir 
crisis.    His  Hands-Ofr- England  speech 
.finally  transformed  Mr.  Lloyd  George 
Into  a  aUteeman  of  the  first  rank,  or 
rather  It  confirmed  and  solidified  that 
growtM^C  character  which  waa  stead* 
lly  marking  htm  Aut  aa  the  ineviUblo 
Prime    Minister   of   Britain.      Of   Mr. 
Lloyd  George's  record  during  the  war 
there  la  no  difference  of  opinion.     He 
4iaa  lyen  the  dynamic  force  in  British 
^oUtica.     The  fateful  daya  of  August 
1*14.  found  him  aa  Chancellor  of  the 
'Exchequer,  and  he  at  once  set  about 
hhe  taek  of  eonaerving  the  financial 
.resourees  of  the  nation  for  the  great 
jburdena   ahead.      When   The   London 
■Ttmeo  ralaed    the    ery    that    British 
""  lives  were  being  sacrificed  In  vain  be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  high  exploalvea 
the  Aequith  Qovemment  reallaed  the 
need  of  the  creation  of  a  Miniatry  of 
■Munltloaa.  and,  beoauae  of  hia  great 
iorganlalng.  ability,  Mr.  Lloyd  George 
yaa  choaen  for  the  new  portfolio.    He 
mecompliahed    wondera    in    thia.  poet 
,Me   made  Britaia  a  vast    workshop, 
with     Its    eaerglea    concentrated     on 
kurhing  out  all  the  muaitiona  of  war 
iQeoeaaary  to  meet  all  emergandee.    It 
Wi^  through  hla  initiative  that  the  re- 
laoureee  of  the    Overaeaa    Pominlona 
were  brought  into  play  to  meet  tha 
artillery    requirementa    of  the   great 
straggle.    Mr.  Lloyd  George.  If  he  had 
done  nothing  elae.  would  have  been 
^regarded  aa  la  the  foremoat  raaka  of 
'Organiaera  beaaaae  of  hla  eueeeas  aa 
^Iflalater  of  Mnnltlona.  but  a  greater 
'  deattay  atlll  waa  In  atore  for  him. 

The  tragic  death  of  Lord  JUtehener 
left  the  War  Oflloe.  with  Ita  traa- 
prebteoM  «f  orsaalaatloilt 
a  h^ad,  and  Mr.  Lloyd 
Oaarga  waa  aopimoBed  to  become  a 
^taewMiry  of  Mat*.  Re  matetalned. 
•y,  tf,»eoa»le,  aanpUAed  tl^i  ageeeM 
w^ch  Lord  KUeteMr  haa  .InaUtatad. 


Through  all  the  ohangcs  ia  the  per- 
aonnel  of  iCr.  Aaquitli'e  ministry  Mr., 
Lloyd  George  remained  the  dominant 
figure.  Unfailing  success  attended 
hia  a^mlniatration  of  whatever  poat 
he  undertook  and  marke^ilm  out  aa 
the  lagtoal  leader  of  the  aatlonal  min- 
istry which  waa  to  ga|iier  in  victory  In 
the  war.  Hia  achievements  as  Prime 
ifiniff^f  trm  known  to  everyone.  He 
haa  earned  the  graUtude  of  all  the 
aasoolated  Oovemmeata  for  tbe  man- 
ner In  which  he  fought  for.  and  Anally 
•i|oeeeded  In  bringliig  about,  the  alngle 
command  tan  the  mffitary  arena.  That 
one  political  atreke  waa  a  tremeadoaa 
factor  towarda  victory.  All  the  na- 
tlooa  allied  agalnat  Germany  know 
what  they  owe  to  Mr.  Lloyd  George, 
aad  Britain  kaowa  It  beat  of  alL 

\Tbe  preaent  Prime  Minlater  haa 
wraoght  a  tremeadoua  political 
change  in  hla  eoantry,  for  hla  person- 
ality haa  ahneei  oMIterated  party 
disaenaiona  and  the  acrimonloua  po- 
litical diacnaalotta  ef  the  paat  He 
haa  unified  the  home  ftront  no  leas 
aurely  than  the  war  fr#nt  waa  con- 
solidated In  the  appointment  of  Mar- 
shal Foch  aa  generaliaaimo.  The  pres- 
ent election  he  Is  faelag  flnda  Britain 
aa  politically  united  aa  It  la  poaalble 
for  a  country  to  be  under  auch  cir- 
cumstances, and  it  ia  quite  conceivable 
Mr.  Lloyd 'Oeorge  le  deatined  to  win  a 
tremendoua  triumph  at  the  polla.  We 
cannot  aee  how  the  Old  Country  can 
do  anything  elae  except  return  him  to 
power  with  a  tremendoua  majority. 
The  Prime  Minlater  doea  not  know 
the  meaning  of  the  word  failure.  He 
is  essentially  the  type  of  man  needed 
for  the  reconatructlon  period.  The 
Brltlah  people  are  in  no  humor  to 
make  a  mistake  about  the  Oharacter 
of  the  Government  Into  whose  hands 
they  will  entruat  their  Immediate  po- 
litical future.  No  reputatioh.  either 
created  or  emphasized  by  the  war.  ia 
greater  than  that  of  Mr.  Lloyd 
George,  who  haa  already  shown  con- 
structive and  organizing  genius  of  a 
kind  which  bids  fair  to  go  a  long  way 
towarda  solving  the  nutny  problema 
ariaiiig  out  of  the  period  of  recon- 
struction. There  is  no  shadow  of 
doubt  he  will  receive  an  emphatio 
mandate  to  finjsh  his  work.

Sir  Wllffid  at  London  Forecasts 
National  Convention  of  Party 
— Offers  Criticism  of  Gov- 
ernment's Course.

Tajk  ot  reconstruction*— long  de- 
layed~-l8  now  oeoupj^ng  the  fore- 
front of  thought  In  this  country.  The 
Provincial  ministers  are  meeting  ret>- 
reaentativea  of  the  Federal  Cabinet 
at  Ottawa  where  an  eitort  Is  being 
made  to  draw  up  a  Dominion-wide 
acheme  whereby  there  will  be  the 
minimum  of  economic  diaturbance 
affecting  tha  redistribution  of  labor 
during  the  next  tew  years.  From  all 
we  ca;i  gather  inauificient  emphasis 
is  being  placed  on  the  desirability  of 
Increaaad  production,  and  yet,  it  is 
by  greater  Induatrlal  activity  that  all 
the  problema  arising  out  of  the  period 
of  rehabilitation  can  be  solved,  pro- 
vided alwaya  that  Governmental 
plana  are  ao  dealgned  as  to  promote 
contentment  throughout  the  coun- 
try. Aa  a  first  move  In  thia  direction 
It  is  essential  steps  should  be  taken 
to  control  the  cost  of  living. 

The  task  of  dealing  with  new  prob- 
lema ahould  in  the  first  instance  be- 
long to  the  Federal  authorities  who 
should  secure  co-operation,  wherever 
possible,  from  Provincial  Legislatures. 
The  latter  In  turn  ahould  look  to 
municipalities  to  give  all  the  aid  In 
their  power  in  the  project  of  recon- 
struction. Concerning  the  latter 
phaae  of  the  question  we  w^uld  like 
to  make  a  suggestion.  It  is  that  a 
reconstruction  committee  should  be 
brought  into  existence  here  at  the 
earlleat  opportunity.  Presumably 
the  Governments  concerned  will  ar- 
range for  employment  agenclea 
throughout  Canada 'so  that  a  recon- 
struction oommittee's  work  would  not 
necessarily  lie  hi  helping  out  in  the 
process  of  ^rehabilitation.  The  taak 
of  auch  a  body  could  be  confined  to 
the  development  of  industries,  to  the 
j)romotion  of  co>operattve  methods 
between  capital  and  labor,  to  general 
economic  advaboement  and  buslnera 
expanalon  and  towards  promoting  the 
right  aplrit,  which  la  abaolutely  neces- 
sary if  the  Dominion  la  to  prosper  In 
the  coming  era. 

What  moat  people  fear  during  the 
era  of  reconstruction  is  labor  utfrest 
Why  such  a  feeling  exists  it  6  not 
eaay  to  ascertain,  for  no  interest  haa 
more  to  loae  than  Labor  from  con- 
flict that  will  delay  or  impair  the  Ukk 
of  reconatructlon.  E^^erjrone  la  agreed 
that  Labor  must  have  a  higher 
ttandard  of  life  than  in  pre-war  day 
and  that  In  the  proceaa  of  Insuring 
thia  ia  maintained  there  must  be  sae-. 
riflce  by  capiullsts  and  property 
owners,  but  at  the  same  ftme  Labor 
Will  be  expected  to  reciprocate  with 
the  best  quality  of  work.  Profiteer- 
ing must  cease  and  when  it  does 
there  must  be  no  longer  any  check 
on  the  free  development  of  produc- 
tion. The  whole  material  future  of 
our  country  depanda  on  waaHh  pro- 
duction and  wealth  dlatrlbutlon.  The 
former  htust  be  greater  than  aver  In 
the  past  If  raeonstmetlon  problema 
are  to  be  solved,  and  the  hitter  muat 
be  more  equitoble  if  the  needs  of  the 
maaaee  are  to  be  met  Everyone  la 
anxloua  for  economic  security  and  It 
will  be  possible  to  eiitablish  this  by 
all  round  cooperation.  There  should 
be  greater  colleoUve  woaHh  output 
How  to  bring  this  about  should  be 
engaging  the  attention  of  all  o«r  eea- 
nomle  experta  at  this  time.

Sir, — While    heartily      appreciating 
the  spirit  of  Mrs.  Wilson's  letter  to- 
day   published,    concerning    the    men 
of   the    Lancaster,    and    wishing    Mrs. 
Wilson  would  Join   the  Navy  League 
so  that  we  itiight  have  the  advantage 
of  her  advice  and  asslsUnce,  I  would 
not  like  the  people  of  Victoria  to  be- 
lieve   that    our    organization,      which 
they  support  so  heartily,  was  not  do- 
ing all  that  can  be  done  In  view  of 
the    present    prohibitions,    and    crave 
your  indulgence   while   I     say,      that 
both  the  buildings  and  equipment  of 
this    league,    the    Sailors'      Club      at 
Esquimau  with  ita  flfty  beds,  and  Uio 
Connaught  Seamen's  Institute  on  Su- 
perior  Street,    with    Its      half     dozen 
beds,  in  each  of  which  bulldlnRs  are 
lounge    rooms,    piano,    gramophoneH, 
a  library,  easy  chairs,  fireplaces,  and 
all    the    Uttost    magazines,      domestic 
and    foreign,   are   at   the    disposal    of 
the  crew  of  the  Lancaster,  and  they 
have  been  very  torgely  patronized  by 
the  men.     Bach  club  has  a  sick  bay 
and     these     unfortunately     are     not 
empty.     The   men  are   very  warm   in 
their  pralsea  of  our  "Mother"  Ranna 
and  Mr.  T.  Wright  Hill,  who  are    in 
charge  of  these   placea.     Further,  at 
our   request,  some   80    prIvAte   houses 
have   been   opened,   and  shore  sleep- 
ing accommodation   secured  for   over 
110  men  on  leave  at  one  time,     and 
thia  as  wall  as  the  club  and  institute 
are  full.     Of   course     the     influenza 
spoils   all    the    rest   of   our   usual    ef- 
forts, our     Thursday     night     dances 
have    been    auspended.    our    Wednes- 
day night  moving   picture  nhows  are 
not  being  operated,  our  Sunday  night 
singsongs    have    temporarily    ceased, 
and    the    Lancaster    boys,    as   well   as 
our   own    salves,    sometimes   get    "all 
dreased   up  and   have   no  where     to 
go."     Still,   we   of   the   Navy   League 
muat   above    all    things    bow   to    the 
^andates      of      properly      consatuted 
•■^government,  and  obey  the  law.

LONDON.  Ont„  Nov.  18.— Right 
Hon.  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  at  a  ban- 
quet tendered  in  his  honor  here  to- 
night by  Western  Ontario  Liberals, 
announced  his  Intention  ot  calllna  a 
national  convention  of  all  Liberals  in 
the  Dominion  at  a  "not  far  distant 
date."  to  consider  problems  confront- 
ing the  country  nqfw  that  peace  seems 
aasured. 

The  Oppoaitlon  leader  declared  that 
any  statement  of  the  policies  the  party 
intends  to  pursue  would  be  premature 
at  this  date,  and  intimated  that  such 
a  pronouncement  cannot  be  expected 
until  the  peace  terms  have  been  sign- 
ed. 

The  banquet  tonight  came  some- 
what in  the  nature  of  a  climax  to  the 
formation  of  the  Western  Ontario  Lib- 
eral Association  this  afternoon,  when 
it  was  quite  apparent  that  the  frame- 
work of  a  national  convention  was  es- 
Ubllshed.  Sir  Wilfrid  was  accorded  a 
remarkable  ovation  by  the  200  iruests 
present  and  the  banquet  was  in  the 
nature  of  a  celebration  of  the  leader's 
77  th   birthday. 

In  his  speech  Sir  Wilfrid  took  oc- 
casion to  score  the  Government  In 
connection  with  the  administration  of 
the  Military  Service  Act,  laying  special 
emphasis  on  the  promise  that  farmei^a 
would  be  exempt  from  the  provisions' 
of  the  act  and  the  subsequent  revoca- 
tion in  view  of  the  situation  In  France. 
He  declared  that  Sir  Robert  Borden 
and  'other  members  of  the  Government 
who  recently  left  for  England  might 
have  found  better  use  for  their  time 
by  staying  at  home  and  deciding  on 
some  policy  regarding  soldiers  return-; 
1ns  from   overseas. 

The  proposed  league  of  nations  was 
nQt  so  much  a  dream  as  some  persons 
imagined,  he  said,  and  he  was  confi- 
dent tbat  something  definite  along 
these  lines  would  be  arrived  at  In  the 
peace  conference.  In  this  connection 
he  referred  to  the  friendly  relations 
which  have  exiated  between  Canada 
and  the  United  SUtes  for  the  last  100 
years.  Although  there  had  been  dls- 
putea  between  the  two  nations,  they 
had  nearly  always  been  settled  by  ne- 
gotiation. 

More  than  200  delegates,  t^o-thlrds 
of  whom  were  womefi,  attended  the 
organisation  meeting  and  expressed 
confidence  in  the  leadership  of  Right 
Hon.  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier.  who  replied 
briefly. 

Resolutions  were  adopted  regarding 
the  righta  of  soldiers  and  sailors,  con- 
gratulating the  survivors  of  tbe  Cana- 
dian army  and  calling  attention  to  the 
Importance  of  Industrial  reconstruc- 
tion. 

The  War  Time  Election  Act  was 
condemned  in  another  resolution,  the 
meeting  also  expressing  abhorrence  at 
government   by   order-ln-council. 

George  S.  Gibbons,  London,  was 
elected  president  of  the  Association.

•Without  their  work  Britain  might 
have  starved  and  the  valiant  soldiers 
of  America,  who  have  so  much  con- 
tributed to  our  victory,  could  not  have 
found  their  way  hither.  The  fleet  has 
enabled  us  to  win  the  war.  In  fact, 
without  the  fleet  the  struggle  could 
not  have  been  maintained,  for.  upon 
the  command  of  the  sea  the  very 
existence  and  maintenance  of  our 
land  forces  have  from  the  flrst  de- 
pended. 

"That  we  should  have  to\^wage  this 
war  on  land  had  scarcely  been  in  our 
thoughts  until  the  storm  actually  was 
upon  us.  But  Belgium  and  Franco 
were  suddenly  Invaded,  and  the  nation 
rose  to  the  emergency.  Within  a 
year  an  army  of  more  than  ten  times 
the  strength  of  that  whicn  .was  ready 
for  action  in  August,  1914,  weh  raised 
by  voluntary  enlistment,  largely  ow- 
ing to  the  organizing  genius  and  per- 
bonal  influence  of  Lord  Kitchener,  and 
the  number  of  that  army  was  after- 
wards  far  more   than   doubled. 

"These  new  sources  drawn  from 
the  civil  population  have  displayed  a 
valor  equal  to  that  of  their  ancestors. 
Short  aji  was  their  training,  they  have 
Imitated  and  rivalled  the  prowess  of 
the  small  but  Ifver  famous  force  which 
In  the  early  weeks  of  the  war,  from 
Mons  to  the  Marne,  fought  its  mag- 
nlflcent  retreat  against  vastly  superior 
forces.  « 

"Not  less  prompt  was  the  response, 
d  not  less  admirable  the  devotion 
the  common  cause,  of  these  .splen- 
did troops  which  eagerly  hastened  to 
us  from  the  Dominions  oversea»^-men 
who  showed  themselves  more  than 
ever  to  be  bone  of  bone,  inheriting  all 
the  courage  and  tenacity  that  have 
made  Britain  great.  I  shall  ever  re- 
member how  the  princes  of  India  ral- 
lied to  the  cause,  and  with  what  ardor 
the  soldiers  sustained  in  many  thea- 
tres of  war  and  under  conditions 
most  dangerous  and  exacting  the  mar- 
tial traditions  of  the  race." 

Proceeding,  the  King  pafid  tribute 
to  Field  Marshal  Sir  Douglas  Haig. 
to  the  air  forces,  the  mercantile  ma- 
rine, the  flshermen.  munitions  work- 
ers, both  men  and  women,  and  to  the 
medical  unite  in  the  field  and  afloat. 
He  referred  to  the  importance  of 
after-the-war  reconstruction  prob- 
lems; to  the  necessity  for  liberal  pro- 
vision for  those  .  whoM  exertions  by 
sea  and  land  had  aided  In  bringing 
about  the  present  situation  and  to  the 
neceasity  of  perfecting  machinery  to 
avoid  tha  riak  of  further  International 
atrife. 

Aa  to  the  future,  the  King  said  tha 
duty  waa  to  create  a  batter  BHtaln.

Speedy  action  In  relation  to  har-

Ottawa    C!onrerence 

President  Joshua  KIngham  yester- 
day wired  Mr.  A.  C.  Flumerfelt,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trade  Coun- 
cil, who  is  now  In  the  East,  asking 
him  to  represent  Victoria  at  a  con- 
ference to  be  held  next  week  In  Ot- 
tawa by  the  Readjustment  Commit- 
tee and  representatives  of  the  build- 
ing material  Industries.

The  ban  on  public  assembly  in 
Victoria  win   be   lifted   today. 

Dr.  Arthur  O.  Price.  Medical  Health 
Offloer,  announc^  yesterday  that  he 
will  recommend  this  morning  to  the 
Provincial  Board  of  Health  that  the 
ban  be  immfdUtely  removed.  Dr.  H. 
B.  Young,  acting  for  the  provincial 
authorities,  wUl  then  take  the  necea- 
■ary  steps  to  formally  return  to  the 
conditions  which  prevailed  here  Ave 
weeks  ago,  before  the  embargo  on 
public  meetings,  churchee.  theatres 
and.  schools  was  ordered. 

All  theatres  will  open  this  after- 
noon, as  far  as  could  be  learned  last 
night,  as  preparations  have  been 
made  to  resume  performances  at 
short  notice. 

Schools  Open  Moodar 

The  schools  will  remain  closed  un- 
til next  Monday.  Several  of  the 
teachers  are  out  of  towti  and  the 
notification  tb  them,  as  well  as  oth^r 
details  of  general  reorganization,  wUl 
take  a  few  days  to  complete.  It  was 
felt,  therefore,  that  the  ban.  so  far 
aa  schools  are  concerned,  should  re- 
main on  for  the  rest  of  the  week. 

"We  are  not  taking  this  action  be- 
cause there  has  been  a  distinct  de- 
cline In  the  number  of  cases.  We 
have  been  forced  to  take  it  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  situation  in  the  Lrf>wer 
Mainland,"  said  Dr.  Price  in  an- 
nouncing hl8  decision.  "The  ban  was 
^ '  lifted  at  Vancouver,  North  Vancou- 
ver and  New  Westminster  yesterday. 
The  influenza  situation  over  there  Is 
much  worse  than  here.  According  to 
their  reports,  the  death  rate  is  10 
per  cent,  while  hefe  It  is  only  2  or  » 
per  cent.  Under  those  conditions, 
with  Vancouver  open  again.  It  is  only 
reasonable  that  the  same  should  ap- 
ply to  Victoria,  with  a  far  better  rec- 
ord. 

Kpidemlc  Weak  Here 

"There  is  much  evidence  to  show 
that  the  epidemic  is  actually  dimin- 
ishing here,"  continued  Dr.  Price. 
"We  had  B3  new  cases  reported  for 
Sunday  and  Monday  and  40  yester- 
day, but  the  majority  of  them  are 
mild.  The  situation  Is  no  longer  se- 
rious. An  epidemic  of  Influenza 
usually  runs  for  about  seven  or  eight 
weeks.  That  time  is  about  expired 
now.  and  we  will  look  for  a  notable 
Improvement  each  di\y  from  now  on. 
Those  who  have  sucfeeeded  in  fight- 
ing off  the  disease  so  far  may  con- 
sider themselves  as  practically  im- 
mune. 

"It  must  not  be  forgotten,  however, 
that  there  Is  still  danger  in  crowds. 
True,  the  epidemic  is  less  severe.  It 
Is  steadily  weakening,  but  it  is  Just 
as  important  as  ever  for  the  indi- 
vidual to  safeguard  himself.  We  hope 
the  lifting  of  the  ban  will  not  be 
construed  as  an  acknowledgment  that 
Influenza  has  definitely  passed.  We 
still  wish  to  warn  people  agajnst  uii- 
roasonable  crowding  in  theatre^, 
churches,  stores,  cars,  or  anywhere 
else.  We  still  have  the  authority  to 
apply  the  ban  again  should  the  situ- 
ation warrant  such  action." 


OTTAW.*.  ::_-.  1».  —  The  Canada 
Foed  Board  announces  that  the  Unit- 
ed States  food  administration  has  no- 
tified this  country  that  all  restrictions 
on  the  export  of  dried  foods  In  Can- 
ada with  the  exception  of  peaches, 
apples  and  prunes,  have  been  released.

Cowper 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there 
was  nothing  to  Interfere  with  the 
city's  disposal  of  the  park  later  at  a 
large  figure,  but  Mayor  Todd  stated 
that  public  opinion  would  be  too' 
strong  against  such  a  sale  to  make 
it   feasible. 

Mr.  Cowper  ventured  the  opinion 
that  if  the  City  Council  would  make 
Elk  Lake  a  public  park  Saanich 
would  pass  a  referendum  exempting 
the  property  from  taxation  for  a 
period   of   ten   years. 


FOR  CONFERENCE 


Premiers  of  Provinces  and 
Many  of  Their  Colleagues 
Are  at  Ottawa  to   Discuss 

.  Important  Questions. 


.  OTTAWA,  Nov.  1». — No  final  con- 
clusions were  reached  as  the  result 
of  the  first  day's  deliberations  of  Do- 
minion and  provincial  ministers, 
called  together  by  Sir  Robert  Borden 
previous  to  his  departure  for  Eng- 
land to  consider  reconstruction  and 
other  problems  affecting  the  Domin- 
ion. None  of  the  provincial  premiers 
was  missing  from  the  gathering 
when  the  conference  convened,  and 
all  were  attended  by  from  one  to  four 
colleagues.  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia 
and  Saskatchewan  had  the  largest 
delegations   present. 

It  was  announced  when  the  confer- 
ence adjourned  until  Wednesday 
ii^orning  that  the  subject  under  dis- 
cussion had  been  that  of  the  trans- 
fer of  their  natural  resources  to  the 
three  prairie  provinces,  a  matter  that 
had  been  the  subject  of  consideration 
and  debate  at  all  previous  provincial 
conferences.  After  the  views  of  the 
representatives  ^f  the  prairie  prov- 
inces had  been  heard  and  some  dis- 
cussion had  taken  place.  It  was  de- 
cided to  adjourn  until  Wednesday 
morning,  in  order  to  allow  the  pro- 
vincial members  of  the  conference  to 
consider  the  natural  resources  ques- 
tion by  themselves. 

Question  of   Subsidies 

It  is ,  understood  that  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Western  provinces, 
while  asking  for  the  natural  re- 
sources, asked  that  the  present  Fed- 
eral subsidies  should  be  retained. 
They  claimed  that  this  would  be  fair 
because  a  large  portion  of  the  na- 
tional resources  have  already  been 
alienated.  On  the  other  hand  it  was 
suggested  by  the  Eastern  provincial 
ministers  that  if  the  national  re- 
sources of  the  West  are  restored  a 
portion  at  least  of  the  Western  sub- 
sidies should  be  distributed  among 
the  Eastern  provinces.  This  and  other 
points  of  difference,  it  is  understood. 
were  discussed  this  afternoon  when 
the  provincial  ministers  met  In  con- 
ference. 

When  the  deliberations  are  re- 
sumed tomorrow,  land  settlement,  In- 
cluding the  settlement  of  soldiers  on 
the  land,  wIM  be  considered.  There 
may  be  an  Informal  discussion  of 
taxation,  including  the  over-lapping 
of  Federal  and  municipal  taxation  in 
some    provinces. 

In  connection  with  the  subsidies  tn 
question  is  was  intimated  tonight  that 
there  is  not  likely  to  be  any  general 
Increase  in  the  amount  of  provincial 
subsidies. 

Actlnit   Premier's   Address 

Sir  Thomas  White,  in  extending  a 
welcome  to  the. visiting  ministers, 
iaid  they  would  be  called  upon  to 
consider  "questions  of  hifrh  national 
importance."  He  said  it  would  have 
been  a  pleasure  for  Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den to  have  received  and  welcomed 
the  delegates,  but  he  had  been  called 
overseas  to  confer  with  the  Imperial 
Government  and  the  representatives 
of  the  several  dominions  of  the  Em- 
pire In  regard  to  matters  w^hich  would 
be  taken  up  at  the  peace  ronfer- 
enoe. 

In  the  deliberations  at  the  peace 
conference,  Canada,  as  a  member  of 
(he  British  Empire  as  a  belligerent.  Is 
rightly  entitled  to  share.  Sir  Thomas 
referred  to  the  recent  developments, 
in  connection  with  the  war  as  start- 
ling and  dramatic  Almost  In  a 
moment,  he  said,  we  find  ourselves 
relieved  of  the  problems  of  war  and 
face  >to  face  with  as  great.  If  not 
greater  problems  of  peace.  On  Mon- 
day last  we  entered  the  period  of  re- 
construction. For  us  In  Canada  the 
problems  are  many  and  grave.  There 
is  the  problem  of  wisely  meeting  the 
dislocation  of  business  which  must 
reult  from  the  transition  from  war  o 
a  peace  basis  and  ^he  readjustment 
of  our  Industry  to  meet  the  altered 
conditions. 

Opportunitiee  for  Labor 

Sir  Thomaa  then  referred  to  the 
coming  to  an  end  of  the  making  of 
munitions,  saying  that  every  possible 
effort  must  be  made  to  replace  this 
business  with  a  larger  volume  related 
to  reconstruction.  In  this  work,  the 
Provincial  Government*  will  un- 
doubtedly co-operate  with  the  Fed- 
eral Government  m  it  is  important 
that  we  should  Insure  a  continuation 
of  prosperous  employment  to  labor. 

Referring  to  the  demobilization  of 
the  Canadian  army.  Sir  Thomas  re- 
marked that  Canada  owes  these  men 
a  debt  which  she  can  never  repay. 
He  was  sure  there  would  be  the  most 
earnest  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all 
Governments  in  welcoming  the  sol- 
diers back  and  assUrtlng  them  in 
ereor  way  possible  to  restabllsh  them- 
selves. "I  know."  he  said,  "the  Pro- 
vincial Governments  have  been  earn- 
estly considering  their  several  pro- 
grammes In  this  connection.  If  it 
should  chance  that  In  order  to  carry 
out  these  programmes  assistance  ie 
required  from  the  Dominion  Oorem- 
ment.  we  shall  be  glad  to  give  prompt 
consideration  to  any  requeM.  T  nhall 
net  anticipate  the  deliberations  of  the 
conference.  The  question  of  the  dis- 
peeltion  of  the  natural  reeouroes  ef 
the  three  Western  Provlneec  ia  one 
la  whioh  an  the  Provlacea  of  Coafed-' 
eratloB  are'  Intereeted.

Another  step  In  the  direction  of  safe- 
guarding the  interests  of  the  return- 
ed soldier  ha^  been  taken  In  the  Issu- 
ance by  the  Great  War  Veterans'  As- 
sociation of  a  card  to  be  placed  In  the 
window  of  all  stores,  offices,  work- 
shops, etc.  where  a  veteran  of  the 
Great  War  is  employed. 

The  card  Is  white,  centred  by  a 
shield  similar  to  the  one  on  the  badge 
worn  by  returned  men,  and  printed 
round  it  In  conspicuously  large  letters 
Is  the  text: 

'-Veteran  of  the  Great  War  Employ- 
ed Here." 

One  thousand  of  these  cards  have 
been  prepared  for  the  experimental 
period  of  the  undertaking.  Officially 
the  Great  War  Veterans  have  not  been 
apprised  of  the  preparation  of  these 
cards,  but  as  the  Idea  originated  with, 
the  O.W.V.A.  and  Is  already  well 
known  among  them,  a  large  number 
of  appllc^ions  have  already  beeii  re- 
ceived thi-ough  the  organisation.  Any 
man  who  has  served  overseas  In  the 
present  war  is  eligible  to  hold  one  of 
these  cards,  and  there  is  little  doubt 
that  as  the  idea  becomes  more  widely 
known  and  the  veterans  reallsek  how 
the  appearance  or  non-appearance  of 
these  authorised  badges  in  the  vari- 
ous places  of  business  may  affect  the 
returned  man's  chances  of  employ- 
ment and  fair  dealing  on  the  part  of 
the  merchants  and  employers  of  the 
city,  the  demand  for  the  cardboard 
vouchers   will    Increase.  ^      .  ^..'  .^ 

Kach  card  is  numbered,'  and;.*  re- 
cord of  the  name,  address,  etc.,  of  the 
man  to  whom  it  is  Issuea  Is  retained 
at  the  Veterans'  headquarters.  Should 
more  than  one  man  be  employed  at  a 
certain  place,  then  several  cards  will 
appear  In  the  windows.  Por  instance, 
in  a  big  department  store  where  re- 
turned men  are  to  be  found  in  more 
than  one  part  of  the  building  a  card. 
dlHplayed  In  the  window  of  a  special 
department  would  indicate  tha^  there 
an  ex-soldier  of  the  Great  War  was  to 
be  found.  When  a  man  leaves  a  place 
he  will  withdraw  his  card  from  the' 
window  and  take  it  to  the  next  place. 
It  is  his  property.  Just  as  the  button 
which  he  wears  is  his  property. 

A  charge  of  ten  cents  is  being  made 
for  these  cards,  the  proceeds  being 
employed  to  defray  the  cost  of  print- 
ing and  exploiting  the  novel  "boost" 
for  returned  men. 

MR.  J.  H.  McLACHLAN 

DIED  YESTERDAf 

With  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Henry 
McLachlan,  who  died  yesterday  at  St. 
Joseph's  Hospital  after  an  attack  of 
heart  trouble,  the  coterie  of  retired 
Prairie  farmers  who  reside  in  Victoria 
loses  one  of  its  best  known  members. 

The  late  Mr.  McLAchlan  had  lived 
In  this  city  for  some  years  past,  mak- 
ing the  Dominion  Hotel  his  home. 
A  native  of  Ontario,  he  became  a 
wealthy  man  through  farming  opera- 
tions in  Manitoba.

BRUTAL  TREATMENT 
OF  FRENCH  CITIZENS 


Victoria  Boy  Writes  Describing 
-, Welcome  Which   the  Allied 
» .Troops  Received    as  They 
Drove  Out  Boche. 


Following  the  Germans  in  their 
last  retreat  before  the  Allied  hosts 
was  evidently  a  very  satisfactory  ex- 
perience for  Gunner  Thomas  WatsoA. 
who  went  overseas  three  years  ago 
under  Major  Shaw,  and  latterly  has 
been  lighting  with  the  First  Brigade. 
He  Is  the  youngest  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Thomas  Watson,  of  1784  Bay 
Street.  In  a  letter  dated  October  2S, 
Just  after  Gunner  Watson  reached 
London  on  leave,  which  was  to  be 
spent  visiting  Scotland,   he  says: 

"Things  are  going  ^eat  over  In 
France.  You  should  have  been  with 
ua  during  the  last  week  over  there. 
The  Germans  were  falling  back  and 
we  were  following  them  up  without 
firing  a  shot.  In  one  place  we  went 
through  there  were  8,000  civilians. 
They  were  so  glad  to  get  away  from 
the  Germans  that  they  didn't  know 
what  to  do.  They  were  out  in  the 
streets  dancing  around.  Anything 
that  they  had  was  ours  for  the  ask- 
ing. The  women  would  make  us 
stop  In  the  street  while  they  gaye 
us  a  cup  of  coffee  or  cocoa.  Once 
or  twice  we  S'.ked  for  a  drink  of 
coffee,  and  tried  to  pay  for  It,  but 
the  Frenchwomen  went  up  In  the 
air  at  once.  They  behaved  as  if  they 
were  insulted  by  the  idea  of  money 
from  us.  All  of  our  men  are  sore 
at  the  way  the  civilians  have  been 
treated,  and,  believe  me,  the  Ger- 
mans are  going  to  pay  for  it  every 
time  we  come  up  with  them. 
Germans  Seized  Food 

"The  American  Relief  Committse 
sent  all  kinds  of  food  and  supplies 
in  for  the  people,  and  the  Germans 
took  most  of  It  for  themselves,  after 
promising  to  leave  it  alone.  The 
French  people  would  cook  a  meal 
for  themselves,  and  Just  as  they 
would  sit  down  to  eat  it  some  Ger- 
man soldier  would  go  and  make  them 
get  out  and  eat  the  dinner  them- 
selves. In  all  the  towns  they  chased 
the  civilians  out  of  lots  of  houses 
and  used  them  for  stables  for  their 
horses. 

"In  one  town  there  was  a  boy  who 
told  U8  that  he  was  nineteen  years 
old.  To  look  at  him  you  would  say 
he  was  about  forty.  All  of  his  back 
from  his  knees  up  to  his  neck  was 
cut  up — the  Germans  had  been  stick- 
ing their  bayonets  in  him  to  make 
him  work.  ^ 

"We  couldn't  help  laughing  at  one 
old  woman  who  said  th«  Germans 
were  running  down  the  road  in  one 
direction  and  our  men  were  coming 
up  at  the  double  from  the  other  di- 
rection, trying  to  catch  them.  She 
ran  into  the  road  and  called  to  the 
Germans  to  come  back  anl  fight  like 
men. 

"It  was  surprising  to  see  the  way 
the  French  flags  came  out.  No  soon- 
er did  the  Germans  leave  a  town 
than  every  other  house  would  have 
a  flag  stuck  up  outside.  Where  they 
kept  them  all  hidden  would  be  hard 
to  say.  I  would  rather  have  fore- 
gone my  leave  than  miss  the  sight 
of  those  people.  .  .  .  The  battery 
was  at  a  place  sixty-three  kilometres 
(forty  viiles)  from  Arras.  We  walk- 
ed forty  kilometres  and  then  caught 
a  lorry  and  rode  the  rest  of  the  way. 
We  were  Just  about  all  In  when  the 
lorry  picked  us  up.  On  the  way  to 
Arras  we  passed  through  Doual.  It 
Is  a  very  nice  place.  Practical^  all 
the  buildings  are  in  good  shape,  but 
all  the  windows  have  been  smashed 
with  hammers  and  the  furniture 
broken  up  and  scattered  all  over  the 
place."

MAY  HAVE  ROCK  PILE 
READY  FOR  WORKERS 


Saanich  is  Laying  Plans  to 
Provide  Work  for  Men  Re- 
leased From  Easy  Berths  by 
Returning  Soldiers. 


Reconstruction  after  the  war  was 
the  main  subject  of  discussion  at  last 
night's  meeting  of  the  Saanich  Coun- 
cil. Councillor  Jones  introduced  the 
matter  by  saying  "Now  the  war  is 
over,  reconstruction  comes  upon  us  as 
a  greater  task  than  any  which  we 
have  bad  to  meet  and  carry  In  the 
past.  Wo  ought  to  do  something  in 
Saanich  to  provide  work  for  the  re- 
turning men.  We  have  money  in  hand; 
let's  spend  it  next  year  in  permanently 
Improving  our  roads.  Let  us  have  a 
quarry  where  we  can<  get  rock  In  the 
Winter  months  and  build  real  high- 
ways throughout  Saanich  In  the  Suip- 
mer  months.  By  so  doing  we  shall  be 
able  to  offer  work  to  large  numbers  of 
returned  men." 

Councillor  Tanner  thought  Saanich 
should  prepare  a  scheme  for  use  when 
returning  men  begin  to  make  their 
presence  felt  In  the  labor  market,  but 
objected  to  the  spending  of  municipal 
funds  at  this  time  of  high  wages,  when 
the  only  beneficiaries  would  be  the 
men  released  from  spruce  camps  and 
munition  making,  who  had  enjoyed 
high  ^ages  all  the  years  the  soldiers 
were  getting  only  $1.10. 

Snaps   for   the   Soldiers 

Reeve  Borden  pointed  out  that  it 
was  the  expectation  of  the  returning 
men  that  they  would  get  a  preference 
for  all  Jobs  available,  and  that  they 
were  not  looking  for  rock  pile  situa- 
tions and  road  repairing  work,  which, 
in  his  opinion,  would  become  the  oc- 
cupation of  those  men  displaced  from 
easy  berths  by  returning  soldiers. 
Councillor  Henderson  agreed,  saying, 
"It  is  quite  true  that  labor  will  be  more 
plentiful  when  these  men  are  de- 
mobilized, but  they  won't  be  the  ones 
coming  around  for  these  rock  crushing 
Jobs.  They  will  have  the  soft  snaps 
and  the  men  who  didn't  go  to  fight  will 
have  to  get  out  of  their  easy  positions 
and  come  to  us  for  work,  and  not  at 
the  present  high  scale  of  wages, 
either." 

Superintendent  Girling  was  then  In- 
structed to  locate  suitable  quarry  sites 
and  to  report  at  the  next  n>eeting, 
when  the  matter  will  be  further  dis- 
cussed.

A  member  of  the  Chureh  of 
Bngland,  she  Insifled  on  keeping  up 
her  practice  of  regular  attendance  at 
church  on  Sundayr,  until  about  a  year 
ago,  when  the  gradual  approach  of 
the  weakness  of  age  confined^  her 
more  or  less  to  bed. 

Mrs.  White's  ilder  sister,  Mrs.  Blisa 
Wootton,  died  only  a  few  weeks  ago, 
and  the  only  surviving  relsiUves  In 
Victoria  are  the  descendants  of  that 
sister.

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81x  weeks  ago  yesterday  Dr.  Price, 
Municipal  Health  Offlcer.  issued  in- 
structions advising  the  closing  of  the 
victoria  public  schools.  The  lifting 
of  the  ban  goes  into  effect  today  as 
far  as  the  resumption  of  all  other 
pre-epidemlc  activities  is  concerned, 
but  a  further  week  will  be  added  to 
the  six  of  enforced  holiday  which  the 
schools  have  been  enjoying,  owing  to 
the  announcement  by  the  Provincial 
Board  of  Health  that  the  pupils 
would  not  return  to  the  class  rooms 
until,  next  Monday,  November  S5. 
Kven  had  orders  been  given  last 
last  night  making  it  possible  to  re- 
open the  schools  this  piornlng.  It  Is 
doubtful  if  the  School  Board  would 
have  deemed  it  advisable  to  ]^rmlt 
the  pupils  to  assemble,  as  the  fur- 
nace flres  have  been  out  for  six 
weeks  and  it  would  take  a  day  at 
least  to  get  the  class  rooms  properly 
heated  and  fit  for  the  students  to 
gather  in.  When\  the  School  Board 
is  ofhcially  notified  of  the  lifting  of 
the  ban  the  teachers  will  be  oom- 
munlcatod  with  and  notices  posted,  so 
that  all  pupils  Will  know. 

Furth^more,  while  the  epidemic 
has  very  materially  subsided  during 
the  past  week,  there  are  still  a  num- 
ber of  the  teachers  suffering  from 
influensa  or  its  Immediate  after 
effects.  Mr.  McOlnnls,  principal  of 
Oaklands  School,  has  been  seriously 
ill,  and  Mr.  Ernest  Campbell,  princi- 
pal of  Sir  James  Douglas  School,  is 
just  beginning  to  recover.  A  number 
ot-  the  lady  teachers  who  have  been 
doing  splendid  volunteer  work  as  vol- 
unteer nurses  have  themselves 
caught  Infection,  and  several  of  them« 
have  been  under  the  doctor's  care. 

Never  before  In  their  history  liave 
the  Victoria,  schools  been  closed  for 
so  long  a  period  on  account  of  illness, 
although  probably  had  a  past  genera- 
tion taken  such  precautions  against 
infectious  diseases  XKScasion  might 
have  been  found  to  send  the  puDlls 
home  with  quite  as  worthy  reason. 

Beginning  with  th^  reopening  of 
the  schools  the  new  regulation  mak- 
ing effective  an  all-year-round  9  a.  m. 
to  3  p.  m.  school  day  becomes  ef« 
fectlve.

HALIFAX,  Not.  l».~Widesnread 
ahlpplng  damage  due  to  the  severe 
storin  which  swept  over  this  acction 
last  week  waa  reported  today  upon 
the  restoration  of  wire  communica^ 
tion  with  points  along  the  coast. 

In  additio/i  to  the  steamer  Caaea- 
pedia  which  waa  abandoned  and  set 
on  Are  by  her  crew  after  drifting 
helplessly  in  the  atorm  off  Cape  Race, 
Sunday,  the  steamer  Lake  Manitoba 
and  two  schooners  met  with  mtshapa. 
The  Lake  Manitoba  waa  being  towed 
in  here/  today  by  a  Oov^rnment 
cruiser. 

The  schooner  Daisy  Vaughn  was 
drlrem  ashore  by  the  storm  near  Port 
Hood  and  waa  a  total  wreck  and  the 
schooner  Richard  Linthloam  waa 
badly  damaged  when  she  struck  on 
Bunker  Island.  The  latter  waa 
towed  back  to  Yarmouth,  leaking. 

Last  reports  from  the  Cascapedia 
were  that  the  hulk  waa  still  afloat 
and  burning.  After  firing  the  ahip 
so  that  she  would  not  be  a  menace 
to  navigation,  all  hands  on  boar^ 
were  taken  off  by  the  British  steamer 
Bellerophon.  The  Caaeapedia  aailed 
from  this  port  for  St.  Johns.  Nfd., 
late  Thursday,  with  a  cargo,  much  ot 
which  had  been  brought  from  New 
York  and  Boston. 

Sarly  Sunday  morning  radio  oper- 
ators here  picked  up  a  call  reading: 
"Cascapedia   is   sinking;   send

damage,  which  will  inereasa  that  al-

JB^Dalhouale,  St.  Andrew's  and  St. 
Qatar's  Streets,  rowboats  were  uaed 
tb  remove  employees  who  bad  re- 
nudaed  late  at  their  offices. 

It  is  estimated  the  water  rose  four 
feet  over  the  wharves,  and  in  the 
bualness  streets  there  were  two  feet 
of  water  when  the  tide  waa  at  lU 
b«t|ht. 

l*e  wave  which  swept  up  the  St. 
Lawrence  River  last  night  did  im- 
mense damage  to  villagMi  and  towns 
between  Quebec  and  Three  Rivers.  It 
waa  caused  by  the  heavy  atorm  of 
Sunday  and  Monday.  In  Quebec  the 
cellars  and  even  the  first  stories  of 
the  lower  town  were  flooded.  Along 
the  line  of  the  Quebec  Railway,  light 
and  power  lines  between  here  and  8L 
Anne  de  Beaupre  stretches  of  the 
roadbed  were  washed  out,  and  traffic 
will  be  suspended  for  at  least  two 
days. 

Caught  in  the  terrific  windstorm 
♦hat  raged  in  the  Gulf  last  night, 
twp  vessels  were  in  a  precarious  po- 
sition. An  unknown  schooner  was 
swept  ashore  at  Fox  River,  and  Is  a 
toUl  loss,  her  crew  swimming  ashore, 
while  the  steam  barge  J.  A.  Tremblay 
laat  night  was  sending  out  flash  sig- 
nal which  read:  "Help,  need  Im- 
mediate assistance." 

Two  men  were  blown  off  a  trestle 
into  a  river  on  the  Quebec  and  Lake 
St  John  Railway,  but  were  able  to 
swim  ashore. 

Part  of  the  wharves  at  «t.  Laurent 
and  St.  Jean,  laUnd  of  Orleans,  have 
been  swept  Into  the  river.  Two  sec- 
tions of  wharves  drlftt4,paat  this  city 
today.  The  large  wharf  at  St  Mlehabl, 
Bellaohaase,  was  mostly  swept  into  the 
river  during  the  night.  Three  freight 
cars  standing  on  a  wharf  in  the  C.  P. 
R.  yards  here,  were  blown  into  the  St. 
Charles  river  by  the  gale.  At  the.Bx- 
hibition  grounds  a  number  of  ahaeks 
were  blown  down  and  part  of  the 
scenic  railway  oollapsed.  During  the 
night  several  fire  alarma  were  rung  in 
here.     No  serious  blase  occurred. 

THREB  RIVBRS,  Que.,  Nov.  19.— 
Threatened  at  the  same  time  with 
a  Udal  wave,  the  small  town  of  Bat- 
dsetructlon  both  by  conflagration  and 
iscan  was  nearly  destroyed  today. 

The  tide  started  rising  during  the 
night,  and  at  ten  o'clock  this  morning 
a  large  part  Qf  the  Montreal-Quebec 
provincial  highway  was  washed  out. 
Telegraph  and  telephone  communica- 
tion are  out  of  commission  for  a 
atretch  of  many  acres,  and  a  number 
of  houses  are  surrounded  by  water. 

Flames  broke  out  In  the  post  offlca 
4nd  quickly  spread  to  adjoining 
hooaaa.  a  number  of  which  wet-e 
bin'ned  to  the  ground.

OTTAWA.  Nov.  1§. — Th«  oo-ordlna- 
tlen  of  the  work  of  the  Dominion  «nd 
Provinolal  employment  asenctes  with 
that  of  the  Department  of  Soldiers' 
Chdl  Re-establlehment  waa  considered 
with  repreeentatlvea  of  that  depart- 
ment at  the  flnit  of  a  series  of  confer- 
ences on  unemployment  here  today. 
As  a  result  It  Is  probable  that  plans 
will  be  perfected  which  will  permit 
the  employment  aseneies  to  render 
the' maximum  senrlce  to  returned  sol- 
diers when  the  time  comes  for  their 


return  to  civil  ooeupationa. 

The  conference  today  was  of  some- 
what an  informal  nature,  but  aues- 
tions  of  policy  were  discussed  and 
progress  was  made  In  this  direction. 
With  the  exception  of  the  maritime 
Provinces,  which  sent  no  direct  repre- 
sentatives, but  will,  nevertheless  be 
represented  by  their  Premiers  attend- 
inff  the  conference  of  prime  minis- 
ters, all  the  Provinces  sent  delesates. 

British  Columbia  Is  represented  by 
J.    D.    McNIven.    Deputy    Minister    oU 
Labor. 

The  adoption  of  standard  forms 
and  routine^  in  the  various  employ- 
ment aseneles  of  the  provinces  so  as 
to  obviate  any  difficulty  in  communi- 
cation, and  the  adoption  of  similar 
t  terminology  by  the  provinces,  were 
discussed  at  the  afternooo  session.  It 
is  necessary  that  the  different  prov- 
inces classify  different  trades  in  ex- 
actly the  same  way  and  apply  to 
them  similar  names  If  the  employ- 
ment agencies  are  to  operate  suc- 
ceesfully  on  a  Dominion-wide  basis. 

The  conference  will  continue  for 
two  or  possibly  three  more  days. 

Plans  are  under  consideration  for 
wide  development  of  the  repatriation 
committee's  work.  In  each  large  cen- 


tre of  Industry  local  committees  are 
to  be  appointed,  representative  of 
employers,  returned  soldiers  and  or- 
ganized labor.  Women  workers  prob- 
ably will  be  represented  on  the  oom- 
mlttees,  and  It  is  likely  that  a  central 
committee  will  be  appointed. 

Inquiries  made  by  the  registration 
board  indicate  that  the  distribution 
of  labor,  resulting  from  a  cessation 
of  munition  orders,  will  not  be  so 
great  as  had  been  feared.  Many  of 
the  plants  turning  out  munitions  are 
already  preparing  to  transfer  Into 
Industries  for  which  there  will  be  a 
peace   demand.  ^  ii4tU

With  the  >  pheasants  beeomlng 
somewhat  scarcer  and  Inflnltcly  mere 
cunning  since  the  opening  o£  the  sea- 
son, there  la  many  a  hanUr  who 
would  eagerly  receive  any  really 
foofi  potatevs  aa  to  iww  to  make  a 
Mmlt  bag  te  the  last  week  of  tlM  open 


The  sporting  editor  of  The  Van- 
oonver  Sun  recently  received  an  en- 
quli7  from  a  oorrespondent  who  was 
aaxlotts  to  shoot  a  pheaeiKht  or 
pheoeants,  but,  aever  hwlng  done  so 
before,  and  net  knowing  qjttU  how 
to  go  about  It,  naturally  sought  ad- 
vloe  from  the  nearest  oraele.  The 
aaewer  «oee  fvlljr  Into  the  subject, 
aad.  aa  it  eontalna  aeme  hitherto  un- 
published eecrets  on  the  mysteries  of 
pheaaant  hunting,  which  may  be 
both  Instructive  and  intereetteg  to  the 
old  hands  on  Vancouver  lalaad  and 
any  young  ones  seeking  light  on  the 
subject,  part  of  the  hints  are  here- 
with reproduced: 

"Pheasants  lurk,  Xa  a  rule.  In  the 
flelda.  Seldom  will  you  ilnd  them  on 
Hastings  Street  this  side  of  Cedar 
C^e,  though  on  Klngsway  they  are 
often  seen  stealing  cabbage  worms 
from  the  garden  this  aide  of  Knight 
Road,  thus  cheating  the  chickens  and 
putting  themselves  beyond  the  pale, 
even  if  the  owner  of  the  cabbages 
didn't  come  out  with  a  club  and  put 
them  beyond  the  palings. 
Draw  Uke  a  Bird 

'In  order  to  hunt  them  aooceesful- 
ly,  It  Is  aecessarjr  for  you  to  read  the 
gun  atere  advertlMmenta  very  closely. 
Tea  win  And  there  deacrihed  the 
kind  of  olothlng  you  should  wear,  and 
the  various  kinds  of  ammunition  you 
ahould  use,  also  guns,  each  of  which 
la  guaranteed  to  be  better  than  the 
other. 

"I  might  tell  you  off-hand  that 
pheasanta  are  particular  birds.  You 
can  sea  that  for  yourself,  after  you 
have  shot  one,  from  the  care  which 
they  use  In  donning  their  color 
schemes.  Tou  should.  If  you  want  to 
ahooi  four  cock  pheasants,  make 
youraelf  up  as  near  to  the  appearance 
of  a  hen  pheasant  as  you  can.  Cock 
pheasants  are  partial  to  hen  pheas- 
ants, and  the  hunter  who  can  look 
moat  like  a  hen  has  the  best  chance 
of  attracting  the  wily  ooeka  from 
their  la4rs  beneath  the  rose  bushes 
out  Into  the  open. 

"Vice  versa.  If  you  want  to  shoot 
two  hen  pheaaanta.  make  yourself  up 
to  look  like  a  cock.  This  might  be 
eaaler.  though  the  color  eeheme  is 
mors  pronounced. 

"You  will  need  a  gun.  Don't  buy 
all  the  guns  which  are  advertised  as 
being  absolutely  the  beet,  but  cut 
out  all  the  names,  crumble  them  up 
and  put  them  Into  an  ordinary  derby 
hat»  then  htcif  your  wife  pull  out 
•ne.  Then  buy  the  gun  which  Ui«r> 
Blip  of  paper  says  to  buy. 

"Alao,  you  will  need  a  dog.  This  la 
a  meat  important  factor  In  shooting 
pbeaaants. 

Dogs  Discussed 

"There  are  three  klnda  of  dogs 
which  have  a  penchant  (or  finding 
pheasants  a»d  ehaelng  them  up  Into 
the  ambient  blue.  These  are  cookers, 
settera,  and  pointers.  Personally,  X 
would  eliminate  the  cockers,  because 
they  are  no  good  at  all  for  hens,  and 
you  might  want  to  shoot  a  hen.  In 
which  case  the  cocker  would  quit  you 
Ilka  a  dog. 

"The  pointer  can  be  told  from  the 
setter  because  he  standi  up  on  all 
four  legs  when  you  feed  him.  while 
the  setter  sets  down.  Both  are  val- 
uable and  about  equal  1^  InUUlgenee. 

"When  you  have  the  gun  and  the 
dog,  and  the  ammunition,  and  the  ap- 
parel, go  out  somewhere  outalde  of 
the  dty  limits  and*  ahoet  all  the 
pheasants  you  want,  eo  long  aa  you 
eonflne  yourself  to  elx  birds.  Two  of 
these  mar  he  hens,  and  four  cooks, 
which  compUoatea  the  situation  ma- 
terially this  year.  Formerly  we  were 
allowed  to  ahoot  only  oooka.  and  the 
matter  of  elothea  waa  very  much 
almplMed.    Now  It  is  different. 

"It  Is  hard  to  dreni  like  a  cook  and 
a  hen  both."

Intercolonial  and  N.T.R.  Sys- 
tems are  Placed  Under  Di- 
rection of  Canadian  Northern 
Board,  Newly  Created. 


OTTAWA.  Nov.  19. — Hon.  J.  D, 
Reld,  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals, 
announced  tonight  that  an  order-ln- 
councll  had  been  passed  transferring 
the  management  and  operation  of  the 
Canadian  Oovernraent  Railways  of 
Canada,  which  consist  of  the  Inter- 
colonial Railway  and  its  branch  lines, 
and  the  National  Transcontinental 
Railway  between  Winnipeg  and  Monc- 
ton,  over  to  the  board  of  directors  ap- 
pointed to  manage  the  Canadian  Nar- 
thern  Railway  system.  This  transfer 
now  places  all  railways  owned  by  the 
Government  under  the  direction  and 
operation  of  this  board. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  board 
Thomas  Cantley,  of  New  Glasgow. 
N.S.,  A.  P.  Barnhill,  of  St.  John.  N.B„ 
and  Sir  R.  Laporte,  of  Montreal. 

This  change  now  makes  a  Govern- 
ment system  of  about  14,000  miles,  ex- 
tending from  Sydney,  N.S.,  to  Vancou- 
ver, B.C.,  and  all  under  the  one  man- 
agement. 

The  board  of  directors  a  few  weeks 
ago  reorganised  the  C.N.R.  system, 
and  will  now  proceed  with  some 
changes  that  may  be  necessary  on  ac- 
count of  these  additional  railways  to 
the  Canadian  system. 

It  is  understood  that  C.  A.  Hayes, 
who  has  been  general  manage'r  of  the 
Intercolonial  Railway,  will  relinquish 
this  position  and  become  general  traf- 
fic manager  of  the  whole  Government 
railway  system,  whose  office  will  be 
changed  from  Moncton  to  Toronto, 
and  F.  H.  Brady,  general  manager  of 
the  Transcontinental  Railway  between 
Winnipeg  and  Quebec,  is  relieved  of 
that  position  and  becomes  assistant  to 
the  general  manager  of  all  Eastern 
lines,  which  include  the  Intercolonial 
Railway. 

L.  S.  Brown,  general  superintendent 
of  the  Intercolonial  Railway,  will  as- 
sume the  position  of  chief  operating 
officer  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway.

"  DROWNED 
IMIEEN  MEN  ON  CRAFT 


Inquest  Into  Death  of  Renfrew  Victims  Brings  Out 
Further  Details  of  Disaster  —  Captain 
'    Fraser  Saw  Huge  Wave  Far  Out         -  »* 
Racing  Toward  Sand  Bar. 


"It  waa  one  lone  comber;     one  ef  f 
thoeo  eeaa  that  might  strike  a  ship 
at  any   time."     In   these  words  Capt 
Stanley    Fraser,    maeter    of    the   Aehi  < 
ing    tonder    Bonilla,    quietly    awmmed 
up   the  cause  ef  the  disaster  to  the 
purse    seiner      Renfrew,    which     was 
overturned    on    Nltlnat    Bar   with   the 
loss  of  thlrteeo  lives  on  Nove|nber  10 
The   eaptaln   when    he     mhdo   the 
above  stotement  was  giving .  evidence' 
at   the    inquest   held    over   the   death 
of   B.    Barrett,   one   of   the    Renfrew 
vctlma   aad    a   resident    of   this    city, 
yesterday    morning   at   the    Thomsoit 
Funeral    Parlors.      After   hearing   evi- 
dence from  several  of  the  twelve  sur- 
vivors, the  Jury  quickly  brought  In  a| 
verdict  ef  accidental  death  by  drawdA 
Ing.      Coroner    Stonier    stating     that^ 
this  verdlot  would  cover  the  cases  ot' 
the  other  victims  aa  well.  It  will  not 
be   neoeesary  to  hold  a  eaparate  In* 
quest    over    each. 

Waa^ied  Veaeel  Flroio  Blaff  i 
It  was  Captoln  Fraser's  luck  to  be 
on  a  high  bluff  above  the  scene  of 
the  wreck  at  the  time  the  Renfrew 
got  into  trouble.  As  It  is  a  ticklish 
^b  to  cross  the  bar  at  the  time  he 
knew  the  Renfrew  was  going  out  of 
the  river,  he  went  to  a  high  spot  far 
above  the  sand  bar  to  eee  the  vessel 
go  out  to  sea.  In  answer  to  a  question, 
he  stated  to  the  jury  that  n  wae  not 
a  bad  day  at  all.  It  was  the  fag  end 
of  a  storm  and  the  seas  were  break- 
ing  at   Intervals. 

Saw  Wave  Coming 
Th«  captoln  saw  the  Renfrew  come 
down  the  river.  Then  far  out  at  sea 
he  saw  a  huge  sea  rolling  in  towards 
the  bar.  He  was  speculating  upon 
where  the  Renfrew  would  be  when 
the  sea  caught  her.  About  three 
minutes  later  the  boat  was  on  the 
bar  and  the  wall  of  water  struck  the 
(l  struct  ing  sand,  towered  above  the 
•  2  foot  craft,  then  broke  down  upon 
It.  Nothing  was  visible  except  the 
masts.  When  the  water  was  shaken 
off  the  boat  and  she  came  into  view 
again,  her  head  was  to  the  waves 
but  she  was  stopped.  Captoln 
Fraser  wondered  why  «he  did  not  go 
on,  as  there  was  ample  time  to  get 
acrosg  the  bar  before  the  next  sea. 
Sent  for  Aid 
Th«  Renfrew  then  drifted  sideways 
with  the  bow  still  pointed  out  to  sea. 
She  took  three  heavy  seas.  Captoln 
fYaaer  then  de'^ided  that  the  boat 
was  dleablad,  and  it  was  evident  to 
him  that  aid  from  the  -sea  would  bo 
useless.  When  she  dropped  her 
anchor  and  blew  her  whistle  -tm  set 
out  for  the  cannery,  which  was  some 
ten  or  fifteen  minutes  Journey  away. 
On  reaobjng  tha  cannery  he  procured 
lanterns,  rocketo  and  other  equip- 
ment and  started  back.  # 
Slevea  Bodies  Recovered  '' 
By  the  time  he  reached  the  beach 
again  all  the  survivors  were  ashore 
and  the  Renfrew  had  her  stern  rest- 
ing on  the  beach.  For  the  purpose 
of  getting  the  men  out  of  the  surf  a 
man  had  a  rope  tied  around  him,  he 
would  rush  into  the  water,  grab  a 
body,  and  then  those  on  the  beach 
would  pull  him  out.  Eleven  of  the 
thirteen  victims  were  recovered  on 
Sunday  and  Monday. 

A  good  swimmer  would  have  no 
particular  advantoge  in  that  heavy 
swell  and  surf.  It  was  a  case  of 
men  being  boiled  up  on  the  beach, 
stoted  the  captoln,  and  it  was  simply 
a  stroke  of  leek  If  they  didn't  get 
their  heads  bashed  In. 

NotlUnc  liOft  Undone 
Captoln  Fraser  said,  speaking  of 
the  Renfrew,  "She  happened  to  be 
In  the  worst  possible  place  when  the 
sea  eame.  If  she  had  been  a  length 
farther  ahead  or  a  length  farther  be- 
hind she'd  have  been  alright."  He 
stoted  that  the  Renfrew's  captain 
could  not  have  seen  the  sea  coming, 
and  If  he  had  there  was  nothing  he 
could  have  done  under  the  circum- 
stoncee.  There  was  nothing  left  un- 
done which  would  have  saved  the 
boat  and  the  men.  The  anchor  wae 
useless,  as  It  would  not  hold,  and 
there  was  no  room   to  swing. 

That  everything  poeslble  wag  done 
for  the  eurvlvora  wals  the  opinion  of 
Captoln  Fraser,  who  said  watches 
were  kept  on  the  shore  day  and  night 
until  Constoble  O'Hara  arrived,  when 
he  took  charge,  and  the  same  thing 
was  continued. 

Skipper  Qlvea  Kvldenoe 
NelB  Ford,  skipper  of  the  Renfrew, 
gave  evidence,  his  being  the  story  of 
a  man  actually  in  the  wreck,  while 
that  of  Capt.  Fraser  gave  a  picture  of 
the  scene  as  viewed  some  distonce 
away.  Ho  stoted  thst  the  Renfrew 
had  three  bt>ato,  one  a  flatbottomed 
skiff,  another  a  dory,  and  another  a 
small  one-man  affair.  Llfebelto  were 
provided  for  the  crew,  which  num- 
bered eight,  the  rest  of  the  man  on 
)oard  the  vessel  being  simply  passen- 
gers on  their  way  home.  The  cap- 
toln stoted  that  the  Renfrew  was  a 
62-foot  boat  of  28  tons,  and  had  a  4S 
horse  power  engine. 

Watched  Bar 
He  had  Intended  storting  for  Vlc» 
torla  on  Saturday  night,  but  the 
weather  was  so  rough  that  he 
changed  his  mind.  As  Is  the  custom 
of  skippers  who  navigate  over  the 
treacherous  sand  bar  at  the  mouth  of 
Nltlnat  River,  he  had  gone  to  the 
high  bluff  to  see  what  stote  the  bar 
was  in.  He  did  this  in  the  morning 
and  again  at  noon.  Some  of  the 
other  boys  went  over-  to  have  a  look 
In  the  afternoon,  and  when  they  re- 
turned they  asked  Ford  why  he  did 
not  sail,  as  the  bar  was  all  right.  He 
went  to  see  for  himself,  ^nd  decided 
It  was  all  right.  Returning  to  the 
cannery,  he  said  that  he  would  start 
In  flfteen   minutes. 

Waited  tor  Breakera 
On  reaching  the  mouth  of  the  river 
he  noticed  several  breakers  coming 
In  over  the  bar  and  slowed  down  the 
engine  to  let  them  break.  He  did  not 
consider  the  bar  dangerous  at  this 
tlme^  and  ha  had  been  going  In  and 
out  there  for  two  seasons. 

Wave  Jewed  WbeH 
Joat  as  the  Roafraw  got  above  the 
bar  an  enomrMtw  wave  broke  right  on 
top  of  the  boat.  It  smashed  In  two 
of  the  pilot  house  wlaJews  andaStovo 
In  part  of  the  window^  frame,  whlek 
eaagftt  In  the  steering  wheo|  and 
Jammed  It.  After  working  with  It  for 
aome  time.  Ford  managted  to  get  tho 
wheal  working  again,  iwtk  after  the 
wave  struck  tho  engine  stopped  and 
aU  offorU  to  atari  U  acala  faUe«. 


Nele  Ford  stated  that  In  hie  opinion 
the  enylae.  which  waa  aa  teed  aa  the 
av««ge,  etalled  beeause  It  was  run- 
ning elowly  at  the  time  and  the  sud- 
den shock  of  the  immense  weight  of 
water  waa  too  much  for  It.  The  en- 
gineer. In  hia  opinion,  was  pegfeotly 
capable  of  operating  the  machine. 
The  engine  had  stopped  twice  on  the 
bar  before,  but  with  luek  the  boat 
had  got  away  to  safety. 

Anchor   Failed 

The  Renfrew  driftod  eldewaya.  aald 
the  skipper,  and  ha  threw  out  tho 
"hook."  paying  out  abeut  forty  or 
fifty  fathom  of  chain  and  cable  in  an 
effort  to  stop  the  doomed  boat.  The 
anchor  failed  to  hold.  She  took  sev- 
eral seta,  and  then  the  tide  tamed 
her  Into  the  sea  trough  and  she  cap- 
alged.  Ford  went  under  with  the 
>oat  and  lost  conselousneeK  The 
next  thing  he  remembered  waa  aealng 
a  portion  of  the  pilot  hooee  and 
catching  It.  The  swell  would  lift  him 
high  and  then  drop  him  again,  and 
at  times  he  could  feel  the  sand  with 
his  hand,  although  the  relentless 
swell  would  not  let  him  walk  ashore. 
AMed  Eshaoetei  Man 

A  good  Bwlmmer,  Ford  reached  the 
beach,  where  the  Indians  helped  .him 
out.  He  was  paralysed  from  the 
waist  down,  but  after  lying  on  the 
beach  for  some  time  recovered  suf- 
ficiently to  start  for  the  cannery.  He 
had  got  only  a  short  distonce  when 
he  heard  a  cry,  and  looking  down  en 
the  beach  saw  John  Dyb  lying  there, 
having  been  thrown  up  by  the  surf. 
He  waa  unable  to  more,  so  Ford  went 
back  and  pulled  him  out  of  the  reach 
of  the  raging  surf. 

The  Renfrew  by  then  had  her 
stern  upon  the  beach.  Ford  asked 
for  an  axe  to  out  a  hole  In  the  hull  to 
let  out  anyone  that  might  be  In  there. 
He  thought  the  engineer  might  be 
imprisoned.  An  axe  was  procured 
from  the  nearby  Indian  Reserve  and  , 
a  logger,  whose  caulks  allowed  htm 
to  stond  on  the  hull,  cut  a  hole,  Into 
which  a  ladder  was  put.  He  then  en- 
tered the  hull,  but  found  n(^thlng  but 
a  pair  of  overalls  hanging  iip. 
Captain  Fell  Exhansted 

Ford,  acting  on  a  suggestion  from 
those  on  the  beach,  storted  for  the 
cannery,  and  on  his  way  met  Capt. 
Fraser  rushing  baek  to  the  beach  with 
lines,  lanterns,  etc.  Capt.  Fraser  was 
so  exhausted  from  his  running  that 
he  fell  almost   unconscious. 

Questioned,  Ford  did  not  think  Bar- 
rett was  drowned,  but  that  he  was 
killed  by  striking  something.  This 
was  gathered  by  the  wounds  which 
he  had  In  his  head. 

"It  is  a  mercy  anyone  was  saved," 
said  he  at  the  inquest.  He  believed 
that  without  aid  none  would  have 
been  saved,  as  they  were  completely 
helpless. 

Conldn't  Get  SappUee 

The  passengers  carried  on  the  Ren- 
frew did  not  pay  for  their  passage,  as 
they  were  simply  company  employees 
returning  home.  The  skipper  did  not 
have  eaptoin's  papers  and  did  not 
consider  that  he  needed  any.  He 
thought  himself  quite  capable  o| 
handling  the  boat.  Asked  whether 
there  was  any  difficulty  In  getting 
needed  supplies,  he  stoted  that  the  en- 
gineer had  ordered  new  valve  springs 
at  the  beginning  of  the  season  and 
they  had  not  yet  arrived.  The  old 
springs  were  weak  and  sometimes 
stuck   on   him. 

Oscar  Anderson,  master  of  the 
fishing  boat  Pachena  and  a  psuwen* 
ger  on  the  Renfrew,  also  gave  evi- 
dence, corroborating  that  of  the  other 
witnesses.         . 

Identlfled  Body 

The  body  of  Barrett  was  identlfled 
by  William  Frederick  Kusch,  a  ma- 
chinist at  the  Lummi  Bay  Company's 
cannery  on  Nltlnat  Lake.  Asked 
what  the  first  name  of  Barrett  was, 
he  said  he  didn't  know.  Down  at 
the  eannery  they  had  called  him 
"Happy." 

Ole  Moe,  a  fisherman  aboard  the 
Renfrew,  said  that  after  the  engine 
stalled  the  engineer  failed  to  get  It 
going  and  told  the  men  on  deck  that 
there  was  too  much  wator  In  the  en- 
gine room.  It  took  Hoe  six  or  seven 
minutes  to  reach  shore.  He  Is  a  good 
swimmer.  Llfebelto  were  on  board 
for  the  crew  and  one  man  put  one 
on.  Moe  could  have  reached  one, 
but  didn't  want  it.  He  didn't  think 
it  waa  needed.
